On Saturday night last 9, H. Oalloway, 


a travelling drummer, deposited his 
satchel containing about $400 worth of 
needles of all sorts in a scat in the la- 
dies' waiting room at tho Central depot 
while ho wont to a toft near by to get a 
square meal On his return ho found 
Hie satchel missing, and all his inquiries 
after the necessary goods were fruitless.

TiiHcolii policeman obcyeiUhe command, 
and arresting Kinder he imprisoned htm 
until an olllcer from this city could go 
there and take liim in charge. Ollicer 
Pringle then left and the next day re- 
turned with his prisoner. On the way 
home Kinder mutle a full confession, im- 
plicating Oliver KinUend, of this city, 
and two or three other young men who 
had left here in great haste on finding 
that the ofllcers would soon catch them 
if they did not leave. Kinder was taken 
in company with Kinkcud before Esq 
Hughes where both received an examin- 
ation,and a bail of $501) wus assessed foi 
cuch of the young thieves. Kinkcud 
gave the required bail and wus released, 
while his comrade, loss foitunatc, went 
to jail to a'.vait his trial at the May term 
of the Circuit Court. 


The property has all been recovered,

The accomplices in the stealing, who
